Stir to mix 
well. Roll the dough into a ball shape, wrap in 
wax paper and chill in the refrigerator for at least 
30 minutes. Preheat the oven to 325 degrees F. 
and lightly grease two cookie sheets. Break off 
golf ball size pieces of dough and roll into small 
cylinders about one-half inch in diameter. Bend 
into crescent shapes and place on cookie 
sheets. Bake until lightly golden for about 20 
minutes. Transfer to cooling rack and dust with 
confectioner's sugar. (Walnuts may be substi- 
tuted for almonds.) Makes 36. 


Combine flour, baking soda and salt and set aside. 
Cream the butter and sugar with an electric mixer 
until fluffy. Beat the egg and vanilla in a small bowl, 
and then add gradually into the butter mixture. Stir 
in the peanut butter and mix thoroughly. Refriger- 
ate for 30 minutes. Preheat the oven to 350 de- 
grees F. Grease two cookie sheets. Spoon 
rounded teaspoons of dough and roll into balls. 
Place the balls on the cookie sheets and press a 
chocolate kiss into the center of each cookie. Bake 
until lightly browned about 12-14 minutes. Transfer 
to a wire rack to cool. © Makes two dozen.
